Roseveit and Lynch Law. 

If there are among u» men who 
justify the lawless spirit which 
sometimes expresses itself in a 
publio lynching they OoaM not 
tiud in all the range of Knglish 
literature a more pointed and com- 
plete defense of such OOOdual than 
lias been furnished by the Repot* 
lican candidate for tlie Presidency 
Long before the dream of the chief 
magistracy of this ooootry ever 
outered his brain he devoted him- 
self to the more pleasant hut less 
pretentious task of writing books 
and in a work which he calls 
Rauch Life and Hunting Trail 
he tlius records his approval of 
the mob: 

" During the last two or three 
years the stock men have united to 
put down all these dangerous 
characters, often by tlie most sum- 
mary exeroise of lyuch law Hands 
of horse and cattle thieves have 
baen regularly hunted down and 
destroyed iu pitched tight by par 
ties uf armed cowboye, and as a 
consequence most of our territory 
is perfectly law abiding.' 

• It is one of the interesting od- 
dities of the President's miud 
that lu< can contemplate with eq- 
iiHiiimity, a oountry made 'peifeot- 
ly law abiding' by the unauthoriz- 
ed and unlawful warfare of the 
mob against the outlaws. The 
Preaideut then adds, as if relating 
to n commonplace incinent, this 
mild statement: A little over 
two years ago one oomuiitte of vig 
ilantes in Montana shot or hung 
nearly sixty— not, however, wiih 
the best judgment in all cases.' 

"In his work entitled 'Winning 
of the West,' the President asserts 
that 'good men in such oases baud 
'tliem<s*.'r«» blether to put down 
with ruthless severity by the ex. 
ercise of lynch law the worst ot?- 
land. In many oases of lynob
